Cutting Up Corn.

As thetime isnow at hand for the
cutting up of the corn fodder, wo pub-
lish the following suggestions f[rom
“Unele Andrew,"”  clipped from the
columns of the Journal of Agriculture;

*One trouble  with a majority of the
farmers is, they do noet cut up corn until

it is too dry to make good fodder. My
experience is, that the best time isus
soon as tne husk is one-third dry. My

way i3 to have the shocks fourteon hills
square, unless the corn was very light or
very dey. As it is liable to mould, tie
the gallus in the ceunter of the proposed
shock if the hills are good stout ones; [
always insist on having good stout hills
for gullus  hills; would rather have the
cullus at one side thun muke it of wouk
stalks, Commenee at, wo will say, the
southwest corner of the proposed shock;
facing north, cut two rows north till
even with the gallus, then turn eust
with one row, and set up the load thus
pathernd on the west side of the gallus;
then go to the northeast corner facing
south, cut two rows south till even with
the gallus, then one row woest to the
rallus, setting it up on tne enst slde;
then goto the northwest corner, fucing

enst cut two rows east till even with
the grallus, then one row south to the

gulius, satting it up on the north side;
then go to the southeast corner, facing

west cut two rows west  till even with
the galius, then north with one row,
selting it upon the south side; then
back to the soathwest corner, cutbing
sume ns bafore but setting up the lowd
on the southwest corner of the shovk,

then to the northeast corner setting up
on the northeast corner of the shock.
Do likewise with the other two corners.
then there will be just one load for each
slde, Set up the one on the southwest
on the west sidey the one on the north-
enst on the enst side: the one on the
northwest on the north side; the one on
the southeast on the south slde; then
the shock Is well balnuced. In setting
up be eareful to not set it uptoosteaight,
but set it up slanting enough to point
up well at the top; then it will then rain,
I never tie the shocks if they are put in
this wuy they do not need tying and it
saves time, which is of some value at this
time of the yenrs In my experience of
three years with fodder taken care of in
this way, I have not lost any more than
those that tie the shocks.

“The first dump spell that comes after
the fodder hns sufficiently cured T haul
cut my fodder nnd corn all together. 1

never haul it out whan 16 is very wet, s
it will capse it to rot. I set it up 'in
winrows, running east and west, that
ure about four feat brond ut the top.
